Car Prices 





The upward trend of automobile 
prices touched off by Packard when 
it announced its 1951 models in 
late August now is well established. 
Packard raised prices $81 to $112 
on its volume line. Kaiser-Frazer 
increased its prices by $10 to $120 
on its Kaiser line Sept. 19, an in- 
crease of 1% to 6 per cent. 

Later, Nash upped prices by 
1% to 5 per cent, ranging from 
$29 for the Rambler series to $77 
on the Statesman and $98 on the 
Ambassador series. Both K-F and 
Nash have been careful to point 
out that the price increases do not 
cover the full extent of increased 
costs. K-F pointed out that parts 
have risen approximately 10 per 
cent and labor rates about 7 per 
cent since the current model was 
introduced. It is almost certain 
that the other independents plan- 
ning to bring out new models soon 
—Hudson and Studebaker—also 
will raise prices, and there is a 
good possibility that the Big Three 
may not wait for new models be- 
fore they also increase price tags.

In spite of the recent federal 
order destricting the consumption 
of new rubber, there will be pas-

J. J. Newman, vice president of the 
B. F. Goodrich Company. 

According to the rubber com- 
pany, passenger car tire produc- 
tion in the United States this year 
probably will exceed the 1949 out- 
put by more than 10,000,000 units. 
Production in 1949 totaled 65,- 
140,000 passenger car tires. 
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Repair Parts 





Prices for automotive repair 
parts have been inching upward 
month by month and the trend is 
likely to continue as material and 
labor costs climb. There have been 
no across-the-board increases but 
rather the trend has been item by 
item and amounts generally to 
about 5 per cent. Items that have 
been increased recently include bat- 
teries, bearings, and mufflers. 





Women Hired 





Manpower is becoming increas- 
ingly tight in Detroit and as a 
result women are being hired in 
increasing numbers. Stepped up 
production schedules in the auto- 
mobile plants have resulted in a 
shortage of workers, particularly 
in the skilled categories. Women 
are being added at the rate of 
about 2,000 a day in Detroit, par- 
ticularly for light precision opera- 
tions such as small parts assembly 
where they are better adapted for 
the work than are men. 





Radio Service 





Ford, over the past several 
months, has developed its automo- 
bile radio repair service to the 
point where it can be handled en- 
tirely by the dealers. All Ford deal- 
erships are equipped to handle 
minor service and repair and about 
325 strategically located dealers 
now maintain a full-time radio re- 
pairman able to handle all jobs 
referred to them by other Ford 
dealers not thus equipped. Radios 
are supplied to Ford from three 
sources—Colonial Radio, Motorola 
and Bendix.

Rambler Sedans 





Nash has ambitious plans for its 
1951 model line announced late in 
September. The company expects 
to produce 80,000 vehicles during 
the rest of this year, and during 
the 1951 model run is planning to 
turn out 269,000 cars.

In the Rambler line a two-door 
sedan will be announced later this 
year or early in 1951, and it is 
understood that a four-door model 
also will be produced later.

There would be no 
investment by K-F in the deal.

AR OWNERS can be offered six good rea- 
sons for maintaining clean upholstery in 
their cars. (1) Certain kinds of spots speed 

up deterioration of the fabric. (2) Poorly kept 
upholstery reduces the trade-in value of the car. 
(3) Dirty upholstery spoils the appearance of a 
ear. (4) Sitting on dirty seats increases cleaning 
bills. (5) Dirt carries germs. (6) Dirty uphol- 
stery imparts an unpleasant odor to the interior. 

Bearing these points in mind, repair shops can 
sell a useful service by offering a complete uphol- 
stery cleaning service which would include remov- 
ing spots, cleaning and rendering the upholstery 
sanitary. The job could be done at little cost to 
the shop, and in a few hours time on all but the 
worst cases. 

First, publicize the service being offered. Post 
signs in the shop describing the service and sug- 
gesting a free estimate. Also, mention it to cus- 
tomers while they are in the shop, and discuss the 
reasons for having the car “sanitized”. Then

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WATER SPOTS. Sponge 
the entire panel with a 
cloth dampened with cold 
water. Then sponge the 
spots with cleaning fluid. 
Finally whisk broom the 
entire area. 


BATTERY ACID. Pour 
household ammonia on the 
spot, and allow it to re- 
main for about a minute. 
Rinse the area with cold 
water and brush with a 
whisk broom. Battery acids 
must be removed immedi- 
ately to prevent serious 
damage to the upholstery. 


CANDY STAINS. Choco- 
late stains are best re- 
moved by rubbing with a 
cloth dampened with luke 
warm water, then spong- 
ing with a good cleaning 
fluid. Do not use hot water 
on chocolate stains. How- 
ever, if the stain does not 
contain chocolate, hot 
water can be used, then 
finish with cleaning fluid. 


URINE. Sponge _ the 
stain with a clean cloth 
wet with warm soap suds 
made with neutral soap. 
Then rinse with a clean 
cloth and rub the spot with 
a solution of 1 part house- 
hold ammonia and 5 parts 
of water. Then rub off with 
a clean wet cloth. 
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Spot!”

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LIPSTICK. Good clean- 
ing fluid or carbon tetra- 
chloride should be gener- 
ously applied to the area, 
then blotted immediately 
with a clean blotter. Con- 
tinue saturating and blott- 
ing until the spot is re- 
moved. Do not rub. 


NAUSEA STAINS AND 
MILK STAINS. Use warm 
neutral soap suds, spong- 
ing the area until the stain 
is removed. After the fab- 
ric has been cleaned brush 
briskly with a wisk broom. 


DOG AND CAT HAIR. 
Use a stiff sponge mois- 
tened with water to gather 
the hair in a lump. After 
the hair has been brushed 
into a pile, it can easily be 
picked off. Finally brush 
the area with a stiff whisk 
broom. 


SHOE POLISH STAINS. 
A good cleaning fluid, 
white unleaded gasoline or 
earbon tetrachloride can 
be used to remove any 
color shoe polish except 
white. White polish is re- 
moved by brushing with a 
whisk broom. If necessary, 
moisten the spot with cold 
water, allow to dry, and 
brush it again. 


INK. Sponge the area, 
from the outside toward 
the center, with cold 
water. If this does not re- 
move the spot, apply No. 1 
Solution Ink Eradicator 
with an eye dropper, and 
blot with a clean white 
blotter. Repeat this until 
the stain is removed. Then 
sponge with cold water. 
(Do not use No. 2 solu- 
tion, as it may bleach the 
fabric. ) 
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OIL and GREASE 
STAINS. Any approved 
cleaning fluid, white un- 
leaded gasoline or carbon 
tetrachloride is also suit- 
able. On upholstery where 
the fabric is saturated 
with oil, pour the fluid on 
the spot and soak it up 
with a clean white blotter. 
(Not recommended with 
rubber padding) Finally, 
clean the area with a cloth 
dampened with fluid. 


BLOOD STAINS. Damp- 
en a clean cloth with cold 
water and rub the stain, 
working in a circle from 
the outside in. If this 
doesn’t remove the stain, 
pour ammonia on the spot 
and rub with a clean cloth. 
Never use hot water as this 
will set a blood stain. 


CHEWING GUM. Mois- 
ten the gum with any good 
cleaning fluid, white un- 
leaded gasoline or carbon 
tetrachloride. Scrape off 
off with a dull knife and 
then finish the job with 
cleaning fluid on a rag. 
Another method is to ap- 
ply dry ice to the spot un- 
til the gum becomes brit- 
tle, after which it can be 
scraped off. 


RESTORING THE NAP 
ON MOHAIR. The pile 
can be raised on fabric of 
this type by running a hot 
iron over a damp cloth 
placed on the matted area. 
The steam will restore life 
to the pile, causing it to 
stand up. If the surface is 
badly matted, the process 
may have to be repeated 
several times. 


PAINT. Clean turpen- 
tine can be used to loosen 
paint, after which the re- 
mainder can be removed 
with carbon tetrachloride 
or a good cleaning fluid. 
Work toward the center of 
the area, so as not to 
spread the damage. Don’t 
use a strong paint remover.

Cleaning 


HEN overheating occurs on cars which 
We two years old or more, the chances 
are that the radiator is at fault. In most 
cases poor circulation is caused by particles form- 
ing across the top of the core, which in turn re- 
stricts the water flow through the core. Due to 
the direction of circulation, any rust or scale is 
sucked out of the block into the top of the core. 
The radiator usually can be cleaned with a 
good chemical or mechanical cleaner, but not in 
stubborn cases. That is where the specialist comes 
in. John Carr, owner of Carr’s Radiator Service 
in Philadelphia, has developed a sizable business 
as a specialist in cleaning and recoring radiators. 
Carr believes that the method given here is the

most practical and surest way of doing a first 
class job to a badly blocked radiator. He offers 
one-day service and can do anything that might 
be necessary in that time. 

When cleaning a cooling system still mounted 
on the chassis it is important to use hot water 
or to keep the engine running and the radiator 
covered so that the temperature will be high 
enough to keep the thermostats open. A better 
plan is to remove the thermostats and then flush 
the system before replacing them. When the 
thermostats are out they should be checked for 
opening at the right temperature. 

Internal leakage can be checked by the follow- 
ing method: Disconnect the top hose, remove the 
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thermostats, disconnect the pump and fill the sys- 
tem until water flows out of the top hose. Start 
the engine and put it under a slight load, then 
watch for air bubbles or sudden overflowing be- 
fore boiling actually starts. If bubbles are pres- 
ent, look for a leaky head gasket or a faulty 
water pump. 
To be sure of a first class job Carr doesn’t miss 
a trick. He removes the top tank and rods out 
the passages. Then after thorough flushing, he 
applies water under pressure to the bottom of 
tank, at the same time noting the water flow at 
the top.

Motor Age Editorial Investigation of 1940-47 Cars Proves That 


@ 5 out of 10 need light wires 
@ 6 out of 10 need battery cables 


@ 2.5 out of 10 need ignition wiring 


ed an extensive “under the 
hood” survey to determine 
the actual condition of battery 
cables, lighting and ignition wiring 
on all makes of cars, 1940 through 
1947. The results were astonish- 
ing. Not only did our editorial in- 
vestigation dig up some pertinent 
facts on the need for $200,000,000 
worth of wire and cable replace- 
ment, but with the aid of insurance experts it 
was disclosed that from 35 to 92 per cent (in 
differing company reports) of all car fires were 
caused by defective wiring or faulty cables. 
Consider then, this great, hazardous waste. 
Motor vehicle fires in 1948 caused damages of 
$10,000,000. And much of this could have been 
prevented by the simple expedient of checking 
wires and cables of every car on which you or 
your mechanics work. 
A careful wire examination may save a cus- 
tomer’s car. If he owns a 1940 model, chances 


' AST month Motor AGE conduct- 





are 86 out of 100 that he needs light or miscel- 
laneous wiring, 75 out of 100 that he needs a 
battery cable, and 45 out of 100 that his ignition 
wiring needs replacing. In fact, his wiring only 
has a 9 per cent chance of being completely satis- 
factory. 

As can be seen from the graph, models even as 
new as 1947 need replacement wires. For in- 
stance, 40.6 per cent of the 1947 cars examined 
on the survey were found with battery cables 
which had insulation worn through. Only 51.9 
per cent of the 1947 models had good wiring. 
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The graph below illustrates the results of the Motor Age editorial investigation, showing 
percentages of ears by year of manufacture requiring replacement of wires and cables.

Three and one- 
third million cars in the same year category 
represent a possible sale of over $35,000,000 
worth of battery cables including parts and labor. 
Over three million four hundred thousand cars 
between the years of 1940 and 1947 need ignition 
harness replacements. Consequently there is a 
replacement market of over $18,000,000. This 
adds up to over 214 million dollars’ worth of re- 
placement wiring and cable business. 

Aside from the profit angle, there is this to 
consider. Every day hundreds of cars burn be- 
cause of defective wiring. During 1949 in Chi- 
cago, according to the safety council, 3633 motor 
vehicles caught fire, 2298 of these fires were due 
to faulty wiring. The previous year, Chicago 
had 3910 motor vehicle fires, of which 3590 were 
due to faulty wiring. In New York City, 6180

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New Life for Dead Shocks 


by Arthur H. Nellen, Jr., Service Editor 


IVE parts wear out in double-action shock 
absorber: the pistons, check valves, shaft, 
bushings and rubber seals. To rebuild a 
shock properly, these parts must be replaced and 
quantity rebuilding requires “mass-production” 
methods. Illustrated here is the procedure used 
in the shop of Van-Bergen Greener Co. of Pa., 
Inc. According to P. J. Henderson, a partner of 
the firm, 1700 of the small double action type 
units are turned out each month using the 
methods described and illustrated here. 
All units of one type are taken from the stock 
pile and run through the line together. . This in- 
creases the efficiency of the operation by making 
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have outlived their usefulness are rebuilt on an assembly line such as is described here 


all parts, jigs and tools handy. Note 
in Fig. 2, that a large cleaning vat 
is used for the initial cleaning. The 
air-water gun at the left is used to 
clean the finished product before 
painting. 

The shock absorber is then placed 
in a heavy duty electric press and the control 
arm removed from the splined shaft, Fig. 3. This 
operation requires a special jig and pressures of 
over ten tons. 

After the arm is removed the end caps and 
plug are removed and the check valves and 
springs taken out. The shaft is then forced out 
on the electric press. Once the shaft is out, the 
remaining internal parts, the piston and cam (or 
rocker arm) can be removed. (Fig. 4.) 

Then on a wet honing machine, the cylinder 
bore is honed to a proper fit and given a satin- 
smooth finish so that the new pistons will just

Chevrolet Continues to 
Foul Spark Plugs 


I have a customer whose 1946 
Chevrolet keeps fouling plugs, one 
plug about every two weeks. I have 
given this customer’s car a valve 
job and have tried just about every 
make of 10 mm spark plug in the 
business, hot and cold, but to no 
avail. What’s wrong with this car?

HAVE heard of similar com- 

plaints but they were taken care 
of by installing hotter plugs. Also, 
adding an additional plug gasket 
has proven successful. If the above 
suggestions fail I would suggest re- 
moving the cylinder head and drill- 
ing the spark plug holes out in or- 
der to use 14 mm plugs. This last 
method has worked in every case. 


Lincoln is Sluggish 
And Burns Oil 


Please help me with a problem on 
a, 1946 Lincoln. I have done the 
following to it: Installed bearing 
inserts, new rings, cam shaft in- 
serts, new clutch assembly, valve 
lifters, spark plugs, oil filters, top 
oiler, rebuilt timer, carburetor, 
completely gone over body, chassis 
and wheels, flushed radiator, new 
hoses, rebuilt and cleaned heaters, 
new overdrive, and so forth. The 
car now has about 3500 miles on it 
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since the overhaul. It is slow on 


pick up and top speed is about 70 
mph. It uses about 1 quart of oil 
in 75 to 125 miles. This engine will

Remove the coil 
and condenser and have them 
checked on a reliable tester, as they 
may be breaking down at high 
speeds. 


Gas Gage Troubles on 
1950 Studebaker Commander 


We have a problem with «as 
gages on the 1950 Studebaker Com- 
manders. The dash unit on several 
cars does not register full when the 
tanks are known to be full. The 
hand goes up to 3/4 and maybe to 
7/8 full but no more. If the unit is 
taken out of the dash and connected 
by jumper leads, it goes on up to 
the full mark and sometimes more. 
Replacing the unit with another 
new one does not improve the situa- 
tion. We have tried as many as 
three new ones in the same car. We 
had a theory that the gages were 
binding in some way after installa- 
tion, but if the unit is taken out and 
completely insulated with tape then 
replaced, the hand goes on past the 
full mark as far as it can go. It 
stays there even when the tank is 
empty. We have tried two or three 
new tank units but still there is 0 
improvement. If you help us with 
the solution of this headache we 
will be very grateful to you. V. C.

T occurs to me that the trouble 

is most likely caused by the gage 
binding in the dash. When you in- 
sulated the gage, the insulation 
prevented the gage from making a 
good ground. Instead of using insu- 
lation use shim stock or run a sepa- 
rate wire from the gage to a good 
ground. 


Getting More Performance 
At Minimum Cost 
I want to doctor up a 1938 Chev- 
rolet to give it a little more top 
speed and better performance. The 
ring and pinion gear now used is 
11-41. I want to consider the cost 
of doing the job. This car sets out 
in the winter weather and is used 
every day in going to and from 
work. The temperature is usually 
around 10° above 0, but spells of 
0 to 10° are not unusual. I have in 
mind to plane about .040 in. to .045 
in. off the head and install a dual 
intake manifold. Do you think for 
the extra cost it would pay to install 
aluminum pistons? I have been told 
of a high lift rocker arm being 
available for intake valves. With 
these alone they claim that better 
performance is obtained. If you 
were drilling a Chevrolet shaft for 
force feed lubrication, what size 
hole would you recommend? Would 
you use a heavier spring on check 
valve in the pump to increase the 
pressure? All information will be 
appreciated. Charles A. Schieszer, 
Schieszer Repair, 196 West Yerby, 
Marshall, Missouri. ; 


HERE are a number of things 

that can be done at very little 
expense. I would suggest planing 
the head the amount you specified, 
and while the head is off, clean and 
polish the intake ports both in the 
head and intake manifold. This is 
most important and will assure you 
of good gas and air distribution to 
the combustion chambers. Install- 
ing high lift rocker arms will help, 
but for best results a high speed 
cam is desirable. The ignition sys- 
tem should be gone over carefully 
and the coil and condenser capacity 
checked. 
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Better all around performance 
would be obtained by installing 38- 
9 ring gear and pinion. Installing 
aluminum pistons is a good idea and 
worth the added expense. Drilling 
the crankshaft is a major job and 
very expensive. In my opinion it is 
not worth the trouble. Rather than 
drilling the present shaft, I under- 
stand that a G.M.C. crankshaft can 
be adapted to this engine. 


Low Speed Miss on Mercury 
Is Baffling This Shop 


I installed a 1950 Mercury crank- 
shaft and piston in a 1948 Mercury. 
I used the same rods, pins, inserts, 
etc., but put in the new chrome 
rings and did a valve job. Our 
trouble is a miss or jerk at speeds 
from 8 to 14 mph. When starting 
out in low, going to second and then 
going to high it is most noticeable, 
but also does it when slowing down 
and then speeding up again in high 
gear. Two new sets of plugs were 
tried, spaced at .025, .030 and .040 
in. A rebuilt distributor was in- 
stalled, then a new one. We in- 
stalled all new secondary cables, 
tried a rebuilt and a new carbure- 
tor. We reground the valves. We 
replaced all mainfold and carbure- 
tor gaskets and installed dual ex- 
hausts. Then we tried it with all 
vacuum attachments off and the 
vacuum line plugged at the car- 
buretor. We even tried double head 
gaskets. H. H. Kruse, Box 429, 
Port Orchard, Washington. 


I AM inclined to velieve this con- 
dition is caused by some unbal- 
anced parts in the engine. There- 
fore, | would suggest running the 
engine at various speeds with the 
car standing still, noting whether 
the skip or vibration appears. It is 
possible that the clutch or fan 
blades may be unbalanced. Also 
check the manifold vacuum. It 
should -read 17 to 21 in. If vacuum 
is low check for a crack in the 
manifold. 


Chrysler Has Noise in 
Clutch or Transmission 


Can you help us with a 1941 
Chrysler Six with fluid drive and 
Vacamatic transmission? When 
backing up or moving forward in 
low range, there is a noise by the 
clutch or transmission. It seems as 
though it had too much backlash. 
It is not noticeable while driving 
above eight miles per hour. We 
have installed new universal joints, 
a new clutch disc, a release bearing, 
checked the pressure plate adjust- 
ment and overhauled the transmis- 
sion, but the noise still continues. 
We have checked this car with the 
driveshaft removed and by working 
the clutch the noise can be heard. 
We have also checked the flywheel 
for looseness.

following items very carefully. Ex- 
amine the crankshaft for excessive 
end-play. This can best be done by 
prying the flywheel back and forth 
with a screwdriver. You men- 
tioned that the transmission had 
been overhauled, but nothing was 
said as to what was replaced. This 
type of noise could come from ex- 
cessive play in the countershaft 
gears or from worn synchronizers. 
Another point to check is the clear- 
ance between the floor pan and the 
transmission, as these sometimes 
rub each other, thus causing such 
a noise. 


Overdrive Changes to Install 
Mercury Engine in Lincoln 


I have to know what changes 
would be necessary in the wiring of 
a Lincoln Zephyr with Warner over- 
drive when changing to a Mercury 
motor, regarding the connection be- 
tween the kick-down switch and 
solenoid in the Lincoln that are at- 
tached to the right and left bank 
condensers, whereas the Mercury 
has but the one condenser. May they 
both be attached at the same point 
to the one condenser of the Mer- 
cury? Also, what is the cause when 
the overdrive free-wheels in over- 
drive at all speeds? Change of worn 


overdrive clutch unit makes no 
change. George Setter, G & S Motor 
Service, Oasis Garage, Saugus, Cal- 
ifornia. 


EGARDING your question as 

to what makes an overdrive 
free wheel at all speeds, it is prob- 
ably caused by a defective governor 
or relay. When the car coasts down 
to speeds around 25 mph, the gov- 
ernor breaks the overdrive relay 
circuit and de-energizes the over- 
drive solenoid. This causes the over- 
drive to disengage and return to 
conventional gear ratio. No changes 
will be necessary on the overdrive 
wiring. When using the Mercury 
engine, attach both wires to the one 
condenser. 


Dynaflow-equipped Buick 
Runs Hot in Traffic 


One of our customers has a 1950 
Dynaflow Buick on which the water 
temperature runs above normal on 
hot days when running in traffic. 
I was wondering if the Dynaflow 
had anything to do with it. Could 
you explain just how the Dynaflow 
transmission is cooled? I under- 
stand it is cooled from the water 
in the radiator. Frank’s Auto 
Service, Germantown, Pa.

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Starter Acts Sluggish 
On Chevrolet School Bus 


I am servicing a 1937 Chevrolet 
school bus with a 1941 high torque 
motor in it. The route is about 35 
miles long and the starter turns the 
motor okay when he starts on the 
route, but will not turn it very fast 
when he has made the route. It has 
been about 2 years since the motor 
was overhauled. It burned out a rod 
last winter and I installed a new 
one then. I put in a new starter and 
a 51 plate 100 amp. hr. battery 
which didn’t do any good. I can 
push or pull the bus and it starts. 
Corwin Garage, Miller, Missouri. 


AM inclined to believe that the 

trouble still lies in the starter or 
cables. Therefore, I would suggest 
making a voltage drop test at all the 
connections. If drop is more than .1 
volt, look for poor connections or 
faulty wires and cables. The starter 
draw may be tested by connecting 
a volt meter between the starter 
terminal and ground. With engine 
and battery at normal temperature, 
operate starter and observe the volt 
meter reading. The volt meter 
should read a steady 4.8 volts or 
more. If the meter fluctuates, it is 
an indication that the starter is 
dragging. If reading is less than 
4.8 volts, a defective starter is indi- 
cated. 
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PAINT NUMBER LOCATIONS 


On 1950 Cars 


HILE most cars have their paint code 

numbers on a plate on the firewall, Stude- 
baker has a paper sticker under the glove com- 
partment with the paint clearly indicated. 
Hudson’s number is on a plate on the right 
front door post. All General Motors cars, Chrys- 
ler, DeSoto, Kaiser, Frazer and Nash have the 
paint number, identified as such, on a firewall- 
mounted plate. Dodge and Plymouth are coded 
on a small plate mounted on the firewall. The 
first group of digits before the hyphen indicates 
the paint. Ford’s number, stamped on the fire- 


wall, consists of five units. First are two letters 
standing for the assembly plant; the second unit 
is a letter and two digits which indicate body 
style. The color code number, which follows, wiil 
run between 3 and 14. Next, the upholstery 
number, always runs between 40 and 43. The 
remainder of the letters and digits indicate the 
date of manufacture and the schedule number of 
the car. The paint code number on Lincoln and 
Mercury is indicated by the first two digits on 
the plate. Packard’s code is shown by a single

Drilling Out By-Pass 
Eliminates Overheating 


Some servicemen have reported 
difficulties with overheating prob- 
lems on Cadillacs during car warm- 
up or whenever the thermostat is 
closed for any length of time. 

Test for this condition by start- 
ing and warming up the engine or 
by driving the car under normal 
conditions. While the engine is 
warming up, notice the tempera- 
ture gauge readings on the instru- 
ment panel. If the indicator moves 
from normal to hot and back to 
normal again within two minutes, 
this is indication of insufficient cir- 
culation of the water through the 
block while the thermostat is 
closed. Make a more positive test 
by removing the thermostat. Then 
follow the same procedure as out- 
lined above. If the indicator does 
not move past normal, as it did with 
the thermostat installed, then the 
cause is insufficient water pump by- 
pass hole area. 

After this condition was investi- 
gated at the factory, it was decided 
that the water pump by-pass hole 
should be drilled out to 34 in. to 
improve the circulation of the 
water through the block while the 
thermostat is closed. Servicemen 
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are advised to do the same when- 
ever this condition is encountered. 
Drill out the by-pass hole to 3% in. 
On engine units after 9L43260, 
8L662 and 2L936, this condition has 
been taken care of and is being 
performed in production.

This pump has simplified construction, fewer 
parts and a multiple diaphragm, all of which are said to 
contribute to increased reliability. The combination of 
larger valves and air-domes increases the fuel and vapor 
handling capacity, Auto-Lite states. All internal parts are 
plated to prevent corrosion. 

To disassemble the pump, remove the head shield stud and 
screws which hold the lever housing to the valve housing. 
This separates the pump into two subassemblies, the lever 
housing and the valve housing assembly, shown in Fig. 2. 
Each of these subassemblies should be disassembled, cleaned 
and inspected according to the following instructions. 

Lever Housing. To remove the diaphragm assembly, drive 
the pivot pin through the washer with a center punch. Re- 
move the washer and tap the pin back to its origial position. 
Remove the burrs from the pin and drive it out with the

compare your price for cleaning the 
entire interior of the car with the 
cost of having just one suit cleaned. 
Clinch the sale by demonstrating a 
clean panel of an old display seat 
compared with a dirty panel on the 
same seat. 

Start the job by removing spots. 
Be sure what caused the damage 
before applying the cleaner. For 
example, blood stains will set if 
cleaned with hot water or soap and 
water, and consequently will become 
almost impossible to eradicate. 

Don’t be too generous with clean- 
ing fluid on upholstery which is 
padded with foam rubber, which is 
vulnerable to volatile cleaners. Use 
the following method when using 
this type of cleaner. Brush the up- 
holstery to remove loose dirt. Then 
wet a clean cloth with the solution 
and wring it out and allow the fluid 
to evaporate slightly. First tap the 
soiled area with the cloth rather 
than rub it. This will pick up the 
loose dirt that brushing wouldn’t 
remove. Repeat this procedure until 
no more dirt can be removed this 
way. Then moisten another clean 
cloth with cleaner and allow most 
of the fluid to evaporate. Rub the 
spot lightly from the outer extremi- 
ties toward the center to prevent 
spreading the spot. Then give the 
area a final brushing. While volatile 
cleaners are generally satisfactory 
for removing spots, some jobs re- 
quire different methods. 

Vacuum the entire interior in- 
cluding the seats, side panels and 


Usually spot removers and up- 
holstery cleaners are separate and 
distinct products. The latter will 
often be found to have a soap or 
detergent base. The cleaner makes 
a suds which is applied to the up- 
holstery with a sponge or soft 
brush. It is then wiped clean with 
a towel or sponge and finally vac- 
uumed.

After the tank and core have 
been cleaned inside and out, the 
radiator is reassembled and tested 
for leaks, and finally the core is 
sprayed with special radiator paint. 
He also recommends that the block 
be cleaned at this time, and in most 


cases the water distribution be re- 
placed if car is so equipped. He can 
turn out a complete job in about 2 
hours if the core is off the car. 
When using a torch and solder to 
repair a core, first clean the metal 
around the leak with a steel wire 
brush, knife, or file until the metal 
is bright and shiny.

tarnished, dirty, or coated with 
oxides. Now apply flux to the 
cleaned surfaces. Any good com- 
mercial paste or liquid flux will do. 
When using a torch, play the flame 
over the fluxed area, but don’t 
actually touch it to the metal. Heat 
the metal for a few seconds, then 
withdraw the flame and touch the 
solder to the heated area. The sold- 
er will melt and flow over the sur- 
face when the metal is hot enough 
to begin work. If it does not run 
properly, heat the metal a little bit 
more and try again. When the sold- 
er flows smoothly, rub the end of 
the wire gently over the hot metal 
surface and you will melt enough 
solder so that it flows over and 
around the leaky spot and creeps 
down between the parts. When the 
solder is thoroughly melted and 
spread out evenly, let it cool. If the 
solder has not spread out evenly, 
wipe it with a damp cloth and 
spread a little flux around the hole. 
Heat again, with the flame, to 
spread and smooth out the solder. 
When the job is finished, clean the 
surface well with a damp cloth to 
remove any flux. The core should 
be submerged in water and air 
pressure applied, to examine for 
leaks. If leaks haven’t been com- 
pletely sealed, repeat the job and 
melt more solder on the leaking 
spots. When soldering the core it- 
self, care should be taken not to 
overheat as overheating at the core 
will cause other leaks.

of Fig. 6.) The new bronze or oil- 
ite bushings are pressed into place. 
The housing is now ready for re- 
assembly. 

The control arm shaft is installed 
first on the press. (Fig. 7.) The 
shaft has three splined surfaces, 
one for each side of the arm and 
one for the rocker arm. Thus, when 
the control arm moves, it rotates 














the shaft which carries the rocker 
arm. All these parts move as one, 
working against the resistance of 
the piston. 

Notice that the new pistons, 
shown in Fig. 5, are different in 
design from the original pistons. 
(Fig. 4.) The replacement parts 
are half-piston supplied in pairs. 
After the unit has been reassem- 
bled, the control arm is replaced by 
placing the housing in a special jig 
and driving on one side of the arm. 
The other side.is then pulled on by 
a bar, as shown in Fig. 8. The 
shock absorber action is tested and 
then the entire unit, including the 
arm, checked on an alignment fix- 
ture. 

Finally the finished unit is dip- 
painted and tagged for model num- 
ber. 

Accuracy in machining fitting 
parts is of the utmost importance 
in rebuilding a shock absorber. 
While they can be handled singly, 
a better product can be turned out 
in less time when an assembly line 
is set up. When the proper meth- 
ods and quality parts are used, the 
resulting product will give thous- 
ands more miles of satisfactory 
performance.

be used on Statesman and Ambas- 
sador models with standard three- 
speed transmissions. 

A new type of starter drive has 
been adopted on Rambler and 
Statesman models. It stays in en- 
gagement on intermittent firing 
during cold starts. 

Ambassador engines have an im- 
proved distributor drive with less 
spark variation and less intermit- 
tent knock at low speeds. The drive 
has less play in the _ internal 
mechanism. The tongue-and-groove 
connector, formerly used, is re- 
placed by a solid shaft. 

Changes in the Ambassador over- 
head valve mechanism are designed 
to contribute to greater quietness, 
improved lubrication, and longer 
life. Redesign of the rocker arm 
has been made to provide controlled 
lubrication to the valve and arm. 
Clearance of the rocker arm and 
shaft has been increased to reduce 
noise. In addition, a new type of 
felt seal is provided on the upper 
end of all valve guides to control 
lubrication during idling and at en- 
gine starting. A synthetic rubber 
ring is mounted just above the felt 
as. an oil shield as well as felt re- 
tainer. A small stamped collar holds 
the felt and rubber assembly firmly 
in place. 

Hydra-Matic for the Statesman 
is basically the same unit as for the 
Ambassador but contains some 
modifications. For one thing, fewer 
clutch plates are used in the rear 
planetary unit, to assure smooth 
shifts. On Hydra-Matic Ambas- 
sador and Statesman cars the pro- 
peller shaft now is of one-piece 
type, eliminating the center bear- 
ing formerly employed. 

Steering knuckle support lower 
pins have been changed to enclose 
threaded type on the Ambassador 
and Statesman. This is said to pro- 
vide a gain in steering ease. 

Improved riding comfort has 
been effected by the introduction of 
shock absorbers featuring the new 
principle of “two-stage” valving 
which is equally effective in hot or 
cold weather and under adverse 
road conditions.

or cable replacements of some sort. 
This doesn’t necessarily mean that 
the wires or cables are completely 
rotted or worn away, but when in- 
stallation wears enough for metal 
to contact metal, there is likely to 
be sparks and possible fire. Mechan- 
ics can help to eliminate this hazard 
before it starts by selling cables 
when they are needed.

punch. With the pin removed the 
lever and lever return spring can 
be taken out. Removing the lever 
allows the diaphragm assembly 
and spring to be pulled out. 

Clean all parts in cleaning com- 
pound and allow to drain. Inspect 
the lever housing for cracks and 
other damage, and make sure that 
the diaphragm flange and mount- 
ing flange are smooth and flat. In- 
spect the diaphragm on both sides, 
especially near the edges of the 
diaphragm plates and around each 
screw hole. Inspect the pull-rod 
oil seal and examine the rubber 
carefully by pinching it with the 
fingers to determine whether it is 
cracked or punctured. If the 
diaphragm is defective in any 
way, it should be replaced. In- 
spect the pivot pin to be sure 
that the ground surface is not 
scratched or marred and make 
sure that there is sufficient ma- 
terial to peen the end after assem- 
bly. If there is a deficiency in any 
of these conditions, or if the pin 
is not a tight fit in the housing, 
replace the pin. 

If a new diaphragm assembly is 
being installed, inspect the oil 
seal as above to make sure that 
there are no pinholes that could 
leak oil. Hold the diaphragm as- 
sembly and diaphragm spring in 
position in the lever housing with 
the oil seal and its spring prop- 
erly placed. Insert the lever and 
lever spring pad and then install 
a suitable mandrel through the 
pivot pin hole to hold the parts 
in position. Place the pivot pin in 
place. Place the washer over the 
end of the pin and install the 
lever return spring. 

Valve Housing. Remove the 
screw in the center of the valve 
retainer.

Testing the Pump. Using the 
new flange gasket mount the pump 
on the engine and connect the 
fuel lines. Install a “T” connec- 
tion in the fuel line at the car- 
buretor and connect the line to 
the “T.” Install a #44 carburetor 
float seat orifice on the end of the 
line with a shut-off valve between 
the “T” and the orifice. Start the 
engine and operate it at idle speed, 
open the shut-off valve completely 
and measure the amount of gaso- 
line which flows from the orifice 
in one minute. If this is over 1% 
pints the capacity is sufficient. 

Connect the pressure gage to 
the “T” and operate the engine at 
idle speed. The pressure should 
be between 2% and 5 psi. Repeat 
the test at an engine speed corre- 
sponding to 40 mph. The pressure 
should be between 2% and 6 psi. 
If the pressure is low correct it 
by using a stiffer main diaphragm 
spring. If the pressure is high 
remove the pump, loosen all the 
diaphragm screws including the 
heat shield stud, and press the 
operating lever beyond the normal 
stroke. Retighten the flange 
screws and heat shield stud and 
then retest the pump on the en- 
gine. If the pressure is still too 
high, disassemble the pump and 
reassemble it using a lighter main 
diaphragm spring.

Car buyers are tending to pur- 
chase more low price and lower 
medium price cars than the higher 
priced vehicles, a study by R. L. 
Polk & Co., Detroit, statisticians 
for the automotive industry, dis- 
closes. 

Thus far this year there has 
been a distinct trend toward lower 
priced new cars, according to new 
car registration figures. The per- 
centage of upper medium and high 
priced cars has, on the other hand, 
declined against other post-war 
years. 

As of the end of the first quarter 
of this year, approximately 200,- 
000 more new cars in the low price 
group had been registered than 
during the same period last year. 
An increase of approximately 100,- 
000 more cars in the lower medium 
price group was noted, while in 
the upper medium price group a 
decline of 30,000 units was re- 
ported. The high price group 
showed a distinct decline, totals 
being some 5,000 less than for the 
same period of 1949. 

The trend observed during the 
first quarter confirms figures ap- 
parent all through 1949. As of 
December 31, the low price group 
had a million more new cars reg- 
istered than for the year of 1948. 
The lower medium price group had 
some 400,000 more new cars regis- 
tered than in 1948. The percentage 
of difference between the upper 
medium priced cars and the high 
price group, however, was much 
narrower than current figures.
